DETAILED ACTION 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1,15, 29, and 43 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 16, 30, and 44 are allowed. 

Claims 3-8, 17-22, 31-36, and 45-50 are allowed. 

Claims 9-14, 23-28, 37-42, and 51-56 are allowed. 

Claim 57 is allowed. 

Claims 58-63 are allowed. 

Claims 64-75, 80-101, and 104-180 are allowed. 

Claims 76-79, 102, and 103 are allowed. 

Claims 226-254, 256, and 257 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Ginsberg (U.S. Patent 5,774,880), discloses a method for making 
financial analysis output having a computed market-based valuation for property, the 
financial analysis output being made by steps including: generating a market-based 
valuation for the property, wherein the property is from a group consisting of a tax- 
exempt security and a portfolio of tax-exempt securities, the market-based valuation 
reflecting at least one from a group consisting of expected return under a performance 
scenario, a price, and a quantitative description of risk, as part of a financial analysis 
output (column 4, lines 30-67; column 5, lines 34-63); and in a sense generating a 
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second market-based valuation reflecting computation of a current market-based 
y i s ! d/d i s cc u n t rst9 for the property (column 7, line 37, through co!u mn 9 l' np R1 V and 
generating a second financial analysis output, including the second market-based 
valuation, at an output means (column 9, lines 48-51), although the valuations of the 
same property are not quite what is involved in the present invention. However, 
Ginsberg does not disclose a second computer for generating the second market-based 
valuation and generating the second financial analysis output. Multiple computers are 
known in the world, but this is not sufficient to make the particular application obvious. 
The claims are allowable for at least these reasons.
